The Right Honourable ‘fobn Hely: Hutchinfon, his Majetty’s Principal 
secretary of State in Ireland, arofe, and afnounced to. the Houle, that 
he had the tronour of being charged with a meffigy from his Grace the 
Lord Lieutenant, fignifying, ** Thit his Grace had mit ie command 
from bis Majctty, to infurm this Hoyfe, that his Muje(ty:belmg eoncern- 
ed {0 find that difeontents and jtaloufies are prevailing among his Idyal 
fajefis of this Country, Upon matters of great weight and importance, 
recommends it'to thts Houfe, to take the fame into their moit ierjous 
- eoufiderativn, in order to fach a final adjuftment as may give mitrteal 
fatisfadtion to. his kingdoms of Great Britain and Ireland.” He faid, he 
had.go authority to fay any thing further from his Grace; bat coeld 
not avoid congratulating his country on this meflage, and exprefiag his 
opinion, that 4 nobleman of fuck high rank aod charaéter would not 
have redorted to this government with fuch uncommon difpatch, and 
in the midft of a feflion, but for purpofes the moft faulutury and bene- 
ficent to this kingdom. He begged to fay a few words, not as an officer 
of the-Crown, but as.a.gentieman of the country, As to the right of 
this kingdom to be bdund by’ no other laws but thofe made by the 
King, Lords, and Commons of Ireland, he had always afferted it from 
the teat of judicature as d jidge, and in this Houte. as a reprefentative 
of the people. He-thould be glad that every mansin Great Britain un- 
derftood! wht. every man anderftood here, that the claim was not new; 
it. was as old as the invafjon of the right. ‘The principal Lords and Com- 
mons of Ireland in the year 164f, com;tained of it as an innovation 
unknown to their anceftors. Soon after the Reftoration, the Speaker 
of the Honfe of Commons, ‘in an addrefS to the Lord Licutenant, and 
in the prefence'of both Houfes, ftates, the right of Ircland to be govern- 
ed only by laws made by her own parliament; and foon after the Re- 
vohution this quettion.svas placed out of the reach of controverfy, by the 
work of a great fcholar and philofopher, 
He then mentioned Mr Grattan in terms of the higheft refpeét, and 
faid, he mutt ever live in the hearts of his countrymen; that the pre- 
fens age and polterity would be indebted to him for the greateft of all 
obligations, and would, but he hoped, at a great diftance of time, in- 
Geribe on-his tomb, that he bad redeemed the liberties of bis country, He 
faid, that whatever mode thould be propoted for the declaration of this 
right, in terms the mo(t unequivocal and explicit, whether by vote, 
addyets, of bill, diould receive hjs ttrongett tupport, provided it contsin- 
ed fuch fentiments of duty and loyalty to the King, and of affection to 
our fellow fubjeéts of Great Britain, as every man in his nation felt. 
When this point was fully eltabliibed, it would let in new light on 
other parts of the conftitution. He had confidered thofe ftatutes, call- 
ed Poynings’ law, ‘as containing . ftrong arguments in fupport of the in- 
dependence of the frith legiflature ; but this independence being efta- 
blithed, or at the eve of being fo, he thould agree to a bill for the mo- 
dification of Poynings’ law, to as to prevent the {topping or altering our 
bills in our Privy Cooncil, or the alteration of them elfewhere ; far he 
could never agree to give to aay other Privy Council a power which we 
took from ‘our own. } ’ 
"He thought it neceflary that the Mutiny Bill thould be made trien- 
nial. He voted for it:as fuch on its firit introduction. The confequence 
_ was; his having been reprefented very unjuftly, as inimical to that go- 
.. Nermment which he had fo long ferved with’-zeal and conflaicy. He 
voted for the prefent a¢t to prevent that diftarbance of the public tran- 
quility which the tejeétion of it would havd immediately and unavoid- 
ably occafioned, but had declared at the fame time his opinion tn favour , 
of a limited bill. He obferved that thefe were objedts of fuch great na- 
tional concern, as could only be obtained by the fpirit of the people ; 
that fpirit was now become univerfal ; and that it-was the duty of the 
reprefentatiyes of the people to repeat the public voice, and to conform 
their conduct to the determined fpirit of the nation, ‘He reeommended 
* to proceed with tnanimity and firmneG, with that duty, loyalty, and at- 
tachment which they owed to their Sovereign, and with that regard to 
the infeparable conneétion between the two kingdoms which the con- 
ftitution of Ireland, and the mutual interefts of. both kingdoms required ! 
Mr. George Ponfoby moved, that a dutiful and loyal addrefs thould 
be prefented to his Majefty, thanking him for his moft gracious mef- 
fage, and: affaring him that his faithful Commons would immediately 
proceed ‘upon the great objects he had recommended to their confide- 


ration, - 

Mr Grattan faid he would ftatc to the houfe his reafons for changing, 
in fome méafure, the form of the addrefs propofed by the Hon. Gen- 
tleman, and hoped to induce the houfe rather to declare that they had 
confideréd the caufts of paeety é and that they were contained in his 
original motion for a declaration of rights, which he would now move as 
an amendment to the addrefs, He faid he had nothing toadd, but to 
admire’ by what fteady virtue the people had afferted their own rights.

You will find that the fupporters of liberty in the reign of 
Charles the Firft, mixed their feritiment of conftitution with principles 
of gloomy bigotry; but dmongft us you fee the delegates of the north 
advocates for the Catholics of the fouth; the Prefbytery of Bangdr mia- 
ing the milk of humanity with the benignity of jthe gofpel—as_ Chri- 
ftians tolerant—as Isithmen united.
